3 RAIDERS 
SHOT DOWN 
YESTERDAY

HREE enemy raiders were 
shot down yesterday, one by 
A.A. guns at the Folkestone vil- 
lage of Airpinge, one by RAF 
fighters off the South-West 
Coast, and another, also by the 
RAF, off the East Coast. 

The plane destroyed off the 
South-West Coast was brought 
down off Dodman Point, Corn- 
wall. 

The aircraft shot down in Kent 
was a Messerschmitt 109, which 
blew up when it crashed into a 
field and was completely burned 
out, the pilot being killed. 

The battery which claimed the 
raider opened fire when the Mes- 
jserschmitt was not more than 300 
ifeet up. The pilot's body was not 
recovered for several hours. It was 
buried under the wreckage. 

A second Messerschmitt 109 
which had flown over another area 
made an attack with machine-guns 
and also dropped several bombs 
whic’a fell harmlessly. The bombs 
dropped by the first raider before 
lit was brought down did no dam- 
age, and no serious casualties were 
reported. An Air Ministry com- 
muniqué last night stated that one 
of our fighters is missing from 
patrol

HAT is only 

a fragment 
from the tale- 
in-progress of 
Britain's trans- 
port in these 
days.

near the full 
brave story you have to multiply 
this episode by 43,000 miles of 
classified roads and nearly a 
million miles of railway, fling in 
the fleets of road freighters and 
the army of railwaymen and call 
to mind that the severing of 
Britain’s main lines of communi- 
cation has been one of the avowed 
main Nazi objects of the Blitz. 

Then you have to mix in the 
incomparable calm of the roads- 
men. the iron nerve and casual 
heroism of signalmen and 
shunters. the resource of the 
breakdown gangs. 

There's a lorry-driver who went 
swinging along with a load of 
dynamite one night on the road 
from Somewhere in England to 
somewhere else. Down swished 
an incendiary. probably intended 
for another target close by 

Methodically he pulled into the 
side of the road. scrambled to 
the top of his load, kicked the 
bomb into a ditch, and stifled the 
flames on the smouldering boxes 
of dynamite with his two gloved 
hands. 

Then he blithely rode on, hav- 
ing logged a memo. of the “ cause 
of damage.” 

There’s a railway shunter who 
tackled a blazing wagon of high- 
explosive bombs. The bombs 
hadn't yet gone off, but they were 
getting warm. “Come on, lads,” 
he called, “we've got to get 
busy! ” 

They all knew the danger. And 
they faced it, removing a flaming 
sheet and the topmost layer of 
bombs till the danger of spread- 
ing fire was passed.

He found the Marshal at his 
headquarters in Castiglione, and 
handed over his pamphlet. 

A battlefigld seems an odd 
place to do business. But by all 
accounts the Marshal and dis- 
tinguished officers whom he 
sought out, staggered by the ap- 
parition of the immaculate banker 
at such a time, received him and 
listened to him, expressing a 
polite interest in his doings, all 
in a certain state of stupefaction. 

The Swiss business man was 
J. Henri Dunant. Member of an 
aristocratic family, he had 
almost a genius for finance. 

So far, his life had been one 
long series of financial and social 
successes. 

But as he went about his mis- 
sion, suddenly, for the first time, 
the actual events taking place 
before his astonished eyes began 
to change him. 

Dunant arrived at Solferino: a 
few hours later—the engagement 
lasted for fifteen hours and 
300,000 men were engaged in it 
—martial glory had been turned 
into indescribable desolation. 

He whose heart had up to now 
been filled with vague religion, 
and who hungered for some vast 
objective, now knew a God-like 
pity. 

In a flash he saw before him a 
great work to be done. 

Henri Dunant’s strength of 
character must have been tre- 
mendous to do what he now did. 


——— BECAME 
SELF-SACRIFICING 


Seeing the uncared-for wounded 
dying like flies, this frequenter of 
the aristocratic Paris salons, him- 
self fresh and perfumed and ex- 
quisite, buckled-to at work which 
even willing, strong men quailed 
from. 

He gathered &a thousand 
wounded men into a church and 
whatever other shelter he could 
find. He sent whomever he could 
for what dressings, food and com- 
forts they could procure 

A man of wealth, he became as 
humble and self-sacrificing as the 
poorest labourer. With his own 
hands he tended the dying. 

He gathered around him queer 
assistants—an old naval officer 
“with the decorations of forgot- 
ten battles on his coat,” an 
Italian priest, a French jour- 
nalist, and two Englishmen who 
made their way into his battlefield 
church out of curiosity and whose 
services were then commandeered. 

But chief of his helpers was a 
burly, bearded corporal. himself 
wounded, who followed at Henri 
Dunant’s heels with adoration, 
astonishment and reluctance, 

For three days Dunant toiled 
thus, giving spiritual consolation 
as well as physical ease. 

Thus he worked for men upon 
whom even insensitive persons 
could scarcely look, rotting away 
from their wounds and in mortal 
agony. 

These men were succoured by 
him with infinite compassion, and 
enabled to die in comparative 


ace. 
Out of it all, Henri Dunant 
wrote a fervent appeal, an appeal 


which was to have world-wide 
repercussions,

“But emboldened by the bless- 
ings of the unfortunate wounded 
and dying. to whom I must say 
a few words of comfort.

In the almshouse of the town. 
rumour said, was a queerly reti- 
cent, elegantly bearded individual 
known as “Monsieur Dunant.” 


The name seemed familiar. 
The newspaper man was haunted 
by it. Suddenly he realised 


where he had heard it before.

When he recollected that, he 
was so astonished that even then 
he could scarcely credit his own 
conjectures. 

He went to the almshouse and 
asked to see the mystery man. 

Yes, it was he! Dunant of the 
Red Cross, Dunant the Genevese 
ee of the romantic and tragic 
ife. 

Coldly Monsieur received his 
visitor. He was gracious in face 
of the young man’s respect, but 
uninterested, unimpressed. 

In his little skull-cap, his neat 
black suit and spotless linen, the 
slender remote old man sat in 
the small, whitewashed cell 
which was now his little world. 

From it he surveyed the follies 
of mankind. He looked back un- 
moved at the griefs that once had 
agonised his heart. 

Out into Eternity he gazed, that 
Eternity which he now saw as a 
safe resting place. 

His fragile white hands hovered 
over the papers on his rickety 
table, covering sheets of manu- 


script with his beautiful French

script. 

The story of his life, told now 
without passion.

eople in this country have thoug 
hone ot areal Pétain because he failed us 
in our direst need. Nevertheless, the veteran of 
Verdun is still holding out against the Germans 
and the “ rats.” 

He has nothing to fight with except an army 
overseas and a fleet in being. He is eighty-four 
years old and he is surrounded by men whose 
loyalty is suspect. 

But Hitler is afraid of him and that, in this 
moment, is a thing that matters enormously to 
you and me.

OBODY has yet challenged the 
personal integrity of Marshal Pétain. 
He is a devout Catholic, a staunch believer in 
family and class; in fact, an old Tory of the 
French school. But at least, according to his 
lights, he is an honest man. 

That puts the German Dictator at a dis- 
advantage immediately. Hitler never has known, 
and will never learn, how to deal with any honest 
man. His own promises are so worthless that 
he cannot understand the mentality of those 
who are resolved to honour their pledges at all 
costs. 

When Hitler sat in Foch’s chair in Foch’s 
historic railway coach to open the armistice 
negotiations with the French and to “rub in” 
the fearful humiliation of his beaten adversary, 
he was swelling with pride like a turkey-cock. 


He was so puffed up—so utterly confident that 
the collapse of Britain would swiftly follow the 
collapse of France—that he didn’t stop to discuss 
details. He didn’t bother about the French 
Fleet or the French Armies in Africa, 


He thought these prizes must fall into his 
hands. Instead, the Royal Air Force proceeded 
to claw the Nazi bombers and fighters out of the 
daylight skies; the first “battle of Britain” 
ended in a decisive defeat for the Luftwaffe; 
and Mussolini, “the Bullfrog of the Pontine 
Marshes,” began most lamentably to croak for 
help.

In Copenhagen, city of friendly cafés and 
restaurants, the Danes have made a habit ever 
since the German occupation of “ walking out”

under which £10-a-week families 
are in certain cases getting milk 
at half-price under the National 
Milk Scheme, while old-age pen- 
sioners and unemployed people 
have to pay full price, and find 
that this is beyond their means.

ERMAN - OCCUPIED 

Austria and Czecho- 

slovakia are full of 
hatred of the Germans. 
And this change has come in 
an incredibly short period. 
Only a few months ago, 
when Central Europe 
thought Britain would fall, 
they were resigned to their 
fate. 

At the time I went to Vienna 
and Prague, Vienna, and 
indeed, all Austria, seemed to be 
in the firm grip of the Nazis, the 
people powerless, passive and 
resigned, anxious only for the 
war to be over quickly. 

Now the Nazi grip is loosened to 
an extent I would not have be- 
lieved possible had I not seen 
several incidents that could not 
possibly have occurred three 
months ago. 

There has always been dissen- 
sion in Austria. In the past the 
dissident Austrian took one look at 
Nazi strength and kept his dissatis- 
faction to himself. Now this un- 
rest is being organised. 


IMPORTED USURPERS 


When the Jewish shopkeepers 
and business men were driven out 
of Vienna. their establishments 
were taken over by the Nazis, not 
Austrians, but Germans, mostly 
Prussians, imported for the pur- 
pose. 
Hatred of these usurpers, even 

though only Jewish property has 
been taken over, is so intense in 
Vienna that their shops have 
often recently been raided by 
organised gangs. Windows were 
smashed, goods slashed and 
otherwise destroyed. The raiders 
have never been discovered. 

Let there be no mistake about 
intentions, for mever were any 
goods stolen from these shops by 
the raiders. Their motives were 
political. 

The story of the Vienna demon- 
stration against Emmy Goering, 
actress wife of the Marshal, has 
already been told, but here are 
some more details: 

Towards the end of last 
of
